A LONDON SOLICITOR'S VIEW 


It is satisfactory to gather that the recent 
financial embarrassments in connection with 
the over-speculation in Bgypt—chiefly in town 
and suburban sites—are likely to be fraught 
with less serious consequences than at one 
time seemed probable, says the “Standard”, 
Those who have followed the matter at all 
closely will remember that interest has chiefly 
centred in the affairs of two or three well- 
known names in Egyptian circles whose bills 
were not met at their maturity at variour 
periods during the past few months, Many 
English and foreign banks were interested in 
the matter, and although individually the 
losses, had they arisen, would have been an 
insignificant affair, the amount collectively 
would have beén quitesnbstantial. Throughout, 
these barks have been abting in concert, and 
in their interests a solicitor, as reported by our 
special telegram of last Priday, recently went 
out to Egypt to consult with accountants on 
the spot (also acting on behalf of the same 
interests), the object being to determine whe 
ther it was advisable to conclude arrangements 
whereby the payment of the bills in question 
could be prolonged for a given period. This 
gentleman has now returned, and his report, 
which was presented to a meeting of bankers 
to-day, is understood to be satisfactory, both 
as regards the position of the individoal firms in 
question and general financial conditions in 
Egypt at the present time. It would be pre 
mature to assume that some losses may not 
yet have to be faced in connection with the 
difficulties of the two important firms whose 
affairs have engaged especial attention bat 
there is now every reason for believing that 
such losses will be under rather than over the 
estimates formed some few weeks ago, while 
the prospects of forther embarrassments of any 
serious nature arising out ot recent develop- 
ments in Egypt seem to be steadily diminishing 


Gold importa.

INEFFECTIVE MEASURES

Some time ago a Turkish Commission was 
appointed to inquire into the best means for 
putting an end to the distress due to exces- 
sive prices charged for bread, which presses 
so hardly upon the poorer classes of t he popu- 
lation throughout the Empire, As a result of 
the inquiry the Commission recommend that 
in order to cope with the diffioalty it ix essen- 
tinl that for the time being the export of 
wheat be prohibited, and, further, that the 
import duty on corn be suspended, which 
recommendations hare received the sanction 
of thé Sultan, It is the old cry, that is to be 
heard in Tarkey every year, and particularly 
in Constantinople. For some time past the 
cost of living hax been steadily rising, par- 
ticularly as regards fuel and bread Then, 
too, the harvest prospects have falsified all 
hopes, so that unless steps are taken to deal 
with the scarcity, famine seems inevitable. 
But the situation and the cause of all the 
tronble may be summed up in a certain inci 
dent which lately took place at the town of 
Erzeroum, towards the Persian frontier. A 
few weeks ago two merchants, who were sus: 
vected of cornering wheat, were attacked and 
killed by an infuriated mob. This is the whole 
case as, regards Tarkish distress today. 
Certain high officials pat their heads together, 
and by the assistance of the middleman, set to 
work to exploit the consumer, It is so all over 
‘Tarkey , sach eeonomic manipulations are in 
themselves a trade which any official, who is 
sufficiently intelligent, may practise to his full 
bent.

A. Browne “Bonaparte in Egypt and the 
Rgyptians | f To-day,” is the subject of a long 
and appre iative review in the “Athenaeum,” 
from which we extract the following. 

That th) Egyptians are the mildest! the 
most docile, and perhaps the politest of all 
astern pec ples we agree with the author. That 
they are lip the least warlike may be confi- 
dently assei ted. Notwithstanding they can be 
turbulent upon occasions, especially when they 
fancy they ave nothing to fear, which seems to 
us cowardls, Occasion, opportunity, is every 
thing with bem and what seems to be in de- 
mand at th moment they are ever ready and 
eager to sipply. There was a clear demand 
in Barope for Egyptian “Nationalism” and 
the journslists of Cairo and others pro- 
duced the thing at once, fall grown. On 
this point Haji Abdullah had no illusions. 
We are toll here plainly that the Egyptians 
do not desiie representative government. That 
any oné sho ild have imagined that they could 
asa race disire a boon so abstract, shows the 
depth ot En ;lish ignorance of Eastern thought, 
and the or) ing need of such « book as this. 
The idea o! labour for no wage, for the 
common wer}, is absurd and repagnant to all 
their notion. They have a proverb to the 
following eff set :-— 

“I am ags inst my brother ; 1 and my brother 
are against yor cousin ; I and my brother and 
our cousin ere against the stranger,” 
which soom's the knell of democratic ins 
titutions Vhat a number of them wish 
to see is amy change which may afford 
a chance o' advancement to the ambitious. 
At present there is no great career for 
native talent such 1s was open to the poorest 
in olddays. This is a real grievance, and one 
whieh may y yt be remedied. The reinstatement 
of the Ulems as « body in their former function 
pf tribunus ylens would, we agree with our 
author, be of real advantage to a people sc- 
customed fron the earliest times to freer access 
to the supyer ie power in their land than is at 
present allow sd them. Whether it is a practic 
able reform we doubt; the Haji was inclined 
to ignore the titular head of affairs, the 
Khedive, to ¥ hom naturally, and to the British 
Agent, the U ema would repair. 

We observe throughout the book a certain 
tendency in the aathor to simplify his hypo- 
theses by the omission of some potent 
The faults o the Egyptian, where to’ hed 
are so treated gs to seem like vir- 
toes; and thos the whole onus of the 
recent strained relations between the two races 
is thrown upon the English, for whom, with the 
important exception of Lord Cromer, he has 
fow good words, That a latge proportion of 
oar fellow-countrymen deserve to be classified 
as “cada,” when judged by an Orienté] stan 
dard of good breeding, ix, we fear true. Bat it 
is not fair to judgethem solely by that stan 
dard ; and we have noticed in Egypt, among 
the rising geoeration, an inclination to view 
their mien and bearing in a hamorous light, 
which should tend tosmooth matters, since 
the Egyptian is wont to tolerate what makes 
him laugh. In this connection we must hazard 
a doubt whether a wish to procure only public 
school dnd university men for posts in Egypt 
is altogether in accord with wisdom. The youth 
fresh from those excellent inatitutions is apt 
to wear, as his natural skin, a look and a map. 
ner, which—though it is not unlikely he ma} 
never discover the fact—are not beloved in 
Egypt. It is commonly the unofficial English 
man who makes himself offensive to the natives, 
a point that is not here brought ont with 
sufficient clearness; and if even the most polite 
and sympathetic of the English residents do 
not fraternize with the Egyptians, it is owing, 
not to racial pride, but to the different views of 
the two nations as to the statute of woman, a 
point which the Haji has not even mentioned 
This last is a bar to social intimacy, more 
effectual than the difference of religion. 

The average Egyptian sees bat ove thing at 
a time, and bat one aspect of the thing—often 
only some minor detail. He seems incapable of 
a general view. This is well stated in the 
opening pages; bat we doubt whether the 
statement would have any meaning for a reader 
unacquainted with the folk in question. Take 
their songs, for instance. The Arabic singer 
throws out a phrase, a note or two, then 
pauses for applause, The individual notes, the 
details, are more important than the tane, 
the whole. And any one stating a problem 
ora riddle to unedapated Egyptians will 
be astonished by their evident preoccupation 
with the mere words. Withal, possessing

GEOLOGICAL SOC)ETY’S 
CENTENARY.

CONGRATULATIONS FROM THE 
EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT. 


‘The centenary celebration of tie Geological 
of London were opened #t the Instita- 
of Civil Engineers, Westminster, last 
Thursday and were attended by delegates 
from all parts of the world. 4m interesting 
feature of the proceedings was the reception 
held by the President, Sir Archibald Geikie, at 
which addreises of congratulation were pre- 
sented by the foreign and colonial delegates. 
Bight addresses were received fom German 
Universities and societies, and delegates from 
the Universities and learned soci: ties of Great 
Britain also acknowledged the debt which 
science owed to the Geological \ooiety. An 
address from the Government o' Egypt was 
presented by Captain H.'G. Lyons (Director of 
the Geological Survey of Egypt), who said that 
the society had always been in thi: forefront of 
advance in knowledge, 

During the reception Mr. C. J. Alford (of 
the Egyptian Mines Exploration Co.) on behalf 
of the Institution of Mining and Metallurgy, 
presented the gold medal of that society to Sir 
Archibald Geikie, in recognition of the services 
rendered by Geology to the miniig industry. 

THE PRESIDENTJAL ADIIRESS. 

The principal event of the aftert oon session 
was the delivery of the presidental address by 
Sir Archibald Geikie. The subject of the ad- 
dress waa “The State of Geology at the Time 
of the Pormation of thé Society.” 

At the outset he said that no more signal 
proot of the real brgtherhood of science could 
be afforded than by the present sasembly of 
delegates from all parts of the world. Plunging 
into his historical retrospect, the president 


structure and surface of the eatth from the 
wild. speculations of other days to the medieval 
period in which ecclesiastical dogma resisted 
the progress of inquiry. During the Middle 
Ages heresy was unpopular as well as dan. 
geroun, but by the end of the eighteenth cen 
tury the hand of the Charch had relaxed its 
hold. 

It had been said that the geologist ought 
never to forget that the mineralogist was his 
father. But, ifthe geologist was to own the 
mineralogistas lis father, he must surely acknow- 
ledge the miner to be his grandfather. For 
many centuries most of the current knowledge 
of the rocks and minerals of the earth's crust 
was gained by those who-worked in mines, and 
when miners established mining schools for the 
practical training of those who were to follow 
their craft, they took an important step forward 
in paving the way for the creation of a sound 
geology. 

Closing with a eulogy of the society's work, 
Sir Archibald said that its fellowprand foreign 
members comprised most of the illustrious geo- 
logists ot the fime. To the influence of a few 
of its leaders was to a great extent due the 
establishment of the Geological Survey in Great 
Britain as a national institution. A century so 
full of progress alike in the theoretical develop 
ment and the practical application of geology 
gave the best augury of advancement in the 
centary. 

At night the official dinner was held at the 
Whitehall Rooms. On Friday the delegates 
visited the London museams and were en- 
tertained to dinner by the Geological Society 
Club.
